The venom of snakee, 
which is preserved indefinitely in alco­ 
hol, becomes covered in air with a pe­ 
culiar mold, which has not been studied 
hitherto and which removes all poison­ 
ous effect from the venom 
The poison used on the arrows of the 
N ’Dris of the Upper Ubanghi is noth­ 
ing else than the septic vibrio (microbe 
of blood poisoning), which dies in the 
air if it is not in the presence of de­ 
composition. 
Thus those arrows are 
harmful only during a very short time. 
As for the arrows of the New Cale- 
whose species vary with the tribe, and donians, which infect their victim w ith 
which all belong to the strychnine fam­ 
ily. 
The three last named poifons, ex­ 
cept that of the South African negroes, i 
are of microbial origin. 
W hat are the value, duration and 
activity of these poisons ? Curare keeps ! 
indefinitely. 
In 1757 in the course of 
experiments in physiology made in 
France with enrarized arrows brought 
in 1752 from equatorial America by La 
Condamine, a fowl scratched with one 
of these arrows died in seven minutes 
Among the Ouiteto Indians, lumps of 
curare handed down from father to son 
have preserved all their poisonous ac- 1 
tivity, although covered w ith mold. ' 
The same may be said for the upas, 
which, kept in little sections of bamboo 
for seven or eight years, retains the 
same active qualities as when freshly 
prepared. 
Malay weapons, even those 
of steel, always keep their poisonous 
properties. 
The black races that use* ine claim 
that it will keep only a short tim e be­ 
fore it spoils. 
Now, ine, which is an 
aqueous maceration of strophanthus 
seeds, to which is added the juice of a 
fig or of a euphorbi, and generally also 
vipers’ venom, becomes covered w ith 
mold at the end of a few weeks, but 
notwithstanding it has preserved all its 


tetanus, authorities do not agree about 
the duration of their harmful action, 
although it is proved that the bacillus 
of Nicolaier cannot live except in a very 
moist medium and together with other 
bacilli, harmless or otherwise, such as 
the septic bacillus, which, as we have 
seen, dies in a short time. 
Thus in all cases the poisoned arrows 
of the races that make use of vegetable 
alkaloids are much more to be feared 
than those of tho tribes that employ 
poisons of anim al or microbian origin.

Information from Bloemfontein leaves 
little doubt that the Orange Free State 
volksraad is unanimous In supportihg 
iue TransvaaL 
Most im portant light is thrown upon 
the situation by a reank statem ent by 
Sir W alter Peaoe, agent general for 
Natal In London, who fought against 
the Boers in former years. 
He «aid; 
“ The attitude of the Orange Free State 
means its inevitable acquisition 
by 
Great Britain. 
Peace in South Africa 
can only be accomplished by war. 
In 
my opinion a war would not last more 
than two months. 
In order to make 
pocifloation effective Great Britain must 
assume absolute control over the whole 
of South Africa. 
So far as the position of N atal is 
concerned, all this talk about poor, un­ 
defended Natal is nonsense. 
There 
will be little or no fighting In Natal, if 
it comes to war, and I fear that no 
other issue is now possible. 
W hat do 
you think 10,000 British troops would 
be doing while this much talked of Boer 
raid was in progress? Oor railways 
are in good working order and our 
troops can be transported quickly. 
The 
bad weatSer conditions have been mag­ 
nified. 
A campaign oould be carried on 
now just as well as in any other season. 
“Two months from the day General 
Sir Redvers Buller lands the fighting 
will be over. If the Free State had been 
loyal, fighting would not have lasted 14 
days. 
It is the luckiest thing in the 
world, however, that the Free State has 
been foolish enough to take a hostile 
attitude, for that means her addition to 
British possessions. 
The Free State 
would always have been a disturbing 
factor in the quiet of 8oufch Africa. 
“ Great Britain has the power to work 
out ultimate peace. 
It remains to be 
seen whether she has the spirit. 
Upon 
tho oonclnsion of war, which must be 
nDflinching in order to be effeotivo, 
British control must be absolute over 
all South Africa, in Cape Colony, Natal 
and other sections. 
Half measures 
would only prolong unrest and produce 
more disturbances. 
“ I have known the Boers as well as 
any man. 
I have lived among them 
and I have fought them. 
To exist 
peacefully closo to them is an utter im 
possibility. 
Negotiations 
are 
well 
enough in their way, but British ooa 
trol of the Transvaal must oome eventu­ 
ally. 
For years the Boers have been 
crying ‘Throw the outlander into the 
sea, ’ end ‘Out with him. ’ 
‘ ‘My idea is that if the Boers were 
caught In the open ouoe or twice the 
thing would be ended. 
Kill 500 of them 
and all that would remain for England 
to do wonld be to send a few shiploads 
of crape. 
They never have stood in the 
open, and it war oome* now, they will 
have to do more than stay In the lulls. 
This Is not optimistic twaddle, but an 
opinion based upon my experience in 
campaigns against the Boers. ” 
The Oape Town correspondent of H ie 
Daily Ngwf says: “ The pass of Laing- 
suek is ocoupied with sufficient strength 
for presens needs, under the belief that 
the Boers will attack Natal immediate 
ly, hoping to forestall the landing of the 
Indian contingent.”

than two months. 
In order to make 
pacification effective Great Britain must 
assume absolute control over the whole 
of Sooth Africa. 
So far na the position of Natal is 
concerned, all this talk about poor, un­ 
defended Natal is nonsense. 
There 
will be little or no fighting in Natal, lf 
it oomes to war, aud I fear that no 
other issue is now possible. 
W hat do 
you think 10,000 British troops would 
be doing while this much talked of Boer 
raid was in progress? Our railways 
arc in good working order and our 
troops can be transported quickly. 
The 
bad weather conditions have been mag­ 
nified. 
A campaign could be carried on 
now just as well as in any other season. 
“Two months from the day General 
Sir Bed vers Buller lands the fighting 
will be over. If the Free State had been 
loyal, fighting would not have lasted 14 
days.
